On Saturday last Francis Coade (25), a shop 
assistant, was charged at the instance of 
Inspector J. McGloin with intimidating John 
Shiel, provision merchant, 8 and 9 Moore 
street, on Friday afternoon, and with conduct 
calculated to provoke a breach of the peace. 

e police case was that between 2 and 
o'cloc in the afternoon the defendant was 
one of a picket outside Mr. Shiel’s shop and 
was atipatinn “Strike on here. Don't sup- 
port non-union labour, and ‘ Don’t support 
scab labour."” A crowd collected. The de- 
fendant refused to desist and wag arrested, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
James O'Connor and Co.) said that the con- 
stable was evidently annoyed with this man 
and, exceeding his powers, arrested him, 
justifving it later by fearing that a breach of 
the peace was about to be committed. It was 
really time that this business of arresting 
pickets stopped.

Norwegian explorer, or Mr. Lincoln Ells- 
worth, who left. King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, 
at 5.15 p.m. last Thursday in two aero- 
planes with the intention of flying to the 
‘orth Pole and back. 

King’s Bay is 710 miles from the Pole. 
and Captain Amundsen calculated that 
the flight would take under twenty hours. 
He carried provisions for three days, as he 
intended to land at the Pole in order to 
make observations. 

The explorers, knowing the risks that 
they ran, took with them also a light 
sedge, & quantity of dried food, a tent, a 
canvas boat, and guns and ammunition for 
use in the event of their having to make 
the return journey‘on foot. 

There is keen anxiety on board Captaix 
Amundsen’s vessel Farm at Spitzbergen 
at the explorer’s prolonged absence, but 
the meteorologists say that the weather is 
fine in the Polar basin, and that probably 
this has induced the leader to alter his 
plans in order to complete his observa- 
tions 


FOG AT SPITZBERGEN. 


WEATHER AT POLE BELIEVED 
TO BE GOOD. 


| (By Wireless.) 
THE FARM, WELLMAN'S BAY, 
SPITZBERGEN, Saturday, 3 p.m. 

This morning the sky was ciouded over. 
Snow was falling, and fog prevailed far 
over the mountains of Spitzbergen. ‘ihe 
sudde. change of weather caused anxiety to 
all the nies of the expedition, with the 
exception of the meteorologists, who declared 
that, according to the weather reports, fine 
weather prevailed over the Polar basin to 
the north-east of Spitzbergen. 

The had weather here is due to warm 
south-westerly winds blowing over the cold 
jand, which has given rise to local clouds. 
The change of wind occurred at 3 a.m., but 
at twelve noon the wind was changing 
easterly and northerly, so tha the 
meteorologists expressed the hope that it 
would be clearer in the afternoon. Under 
the circumstances, the airmen are not ex- 
pected to return to-day. 

The weather experts consider it highly 
pós that the good weather over the 

olar basin has induced the airmen to pro- 
long their stay at the Pole, with a view to 
taking thorough observations. If they 
started to return early this morning, then 
doubtless they discovered the bad weather 
over the north-western corner of Spitebergen 
and descended to await a charge. 

The possibility of this was foreseen, and, 
according to Amundsen’s instractions, the 
Hobby at nine o'clock this morning proceeded 
to search the ice edge, with orders not to 
proceed beyond Verlegen Hook, nd to re- 
tirn before eight to-night. 


THE HOBBY'S RETURN. 
Saturday Alidnight. 

The Hobby returned at eleven o'clock to- 
night, after an investigation ot the north 
coast of Spitzbergen as far as Biscayor's 
Hook, but up to the time of returning—at

chapel will be open to the public. 

The Funeral Service will take place at 
Westminster Abbey at half-past five 
o'clock on Tuesday afternoon, and at the 
conclusion of the Service the remains will 
be escorted, with full military honours, 
to Victoria, where they will be placed in 
a special train for conveyance to Deal. 


The military procession to Victoria Station 
will include eight: squadrons of cavalry, six

Army, and French Army. The coffin will be 
borne on a oe ly Horse Artillery n 
carriage, and will be followed by the late 
Field Marshal's charger.

On the 6th of September. 1914. nortion of 
the French line was desperately hard pressed.

THANKSGIVING SERVICE. 
AT WEMBLEY. » 
KING: IN CONGREGATION 
QF 80,000. 


Empire Day was celebrated all over the 
British Empire yesterday. The celebra- 
tions were mainly of a religious character, 
in which all creeds took part ~ i 

The King and Oueen and other membérs 
of the Royal Family attended a Thanks- 
giving Service im the Wembley Stadium. 
All denominations were represented, and 
the congregation numbered 80,000. The 
arrangements made for the. presence of 
Their Majesties were of the simplest order, 
but the scene in the Stadium was an ex- 
tremely picturesque one. Five Cabinet 
Ministers represented the Government. 

Massed choirs provided the musical part 
of the Service, which, after the Bishop of 
London had recited the Empire prayer and 
the Archbishop of York had delivered the 
Adaress, concluded with the Blessing, pro- 
nounced by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


CONGREGATION OF 80,000. 

The Empire Day Service in the Stadium at 
Wembley was attended by the King and 
Queen, the Duke of York and Prince Henry, 
Princess Mary, Viscount Lascelles, the Duke 
of Connaught, Princess Beatrice, Prince and 
Princess Arthur of Connaught, Lady Patricia 
Ramsay, Princess Helena Victoria, and Lord 
and Lady Carnegie. The Government was re- 
presented by Viscount Cave, the Lord Chan- 
cellor; Mr. L. S.. Amery, Secretary for the 
Colonies; Mr. W. C. Bridgeman, First Lord 
of the Admiralty; and Sir Philip Cunliffe 
Lister, President of the Board of Trade. 
The Earl of Meath was a prominent figure at 
the Service. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, assisted by 
the Archbishop of York and the Bishop of 
London, officiated. The lesson was read by 
the Rev. Thomas Nightingale, of the National 
Council of the Evangelical Free Churches, 
and the address was delivered by the Arch- 
bishop of York. 

There was a little rain during the pro- 
gramme of the Service, and at times a high 
wind swept across the arena, but, except for 
a sharp shower while the Archbishop of York 
was delivering his address, there was no in- 
terference with th eceremony, and the pro- 
gramme was carried out in its entirety. The 
arrival of the King and Queen synchronised 
with a welcome burst of sunshine, and the 
scene was a pageant of colour, for the attend- 
ance numbered some 80,000, and there were 
uniforms of all descriptions and ladies’ dresses 


of all hues. 

The King was in the full dress of a Field- 
Marshal, the Duke of York in-Royal Air 
Force umform, Prince Henry in Hussars’ full 
dress, and Lord Lascelles in Guards’ uni- 
form. The Queen wore a mauve dress, with 
a plain toque of the same colour, while the 
Duchess of York was in grey. " 

The Service commenced with the entry of 
the lay procession, headed by the massed 
hands of the Royal Marines, the Brigade of 
Guards, and the Royal Air Force.

Some time ago it was reported in the 
Irish Times that a considerable number of 
emigrants from the Irish Free State who 
were equipped with the necessary visas, 
and had conformed in other respects with 
the stipulated conditions, were rejected on 
reaching their American port of destina-

The /rish Times has made inquiry at 
Washington on this question, and has re- 
ceived an authoritative statement from the 
Commissioner-General of the Bureau of Im- 
migration. The Commissioner-General says: 

“it is true that there have been rejections 
of applicants for admission from Ireland, 
because of certificates by the United States 


disease of the heart, but the Bureau is not 
aware that the number of such rejections 
has exceeded those in the past, nor is it able 
to verify the statement. that the total of such 
rejections is 107. This cortificate is quite fre- 
quently issued concerning immigrants of all 
nationalities. : 

“The United States immigration laws ex- 
clude aliens who are certified for a physical 
defect of a nature which may affect the 
ability of such alien to earn a living. Arriving 
immigrants are examined physically and 
mentally by the medical officers of the Public 
Health Service, and their certificates are 
given due weight by immigration officials in 
determining the alien’s admissibility under 
the general provisions of the immigration 
aws 


ws. 

‘While the Immigration Act of 1924 pro- 
vides that American Consuls shall exercise 
certain discretion in the issuance of immigra- 
tion visas, the Consuls do not determine an 
alien's admissibility, this function being 
vested by law in inspectors of the Immigra- 
tion Service, stationed at ports of entry tw 
this country.” " 

It is clear from the Commissioner-General’s 
statement that medical certificates received at 
this side, while adequate to qualify for the 
Consular visa, are not final. The final de- 
cision as to the admissibility of the emigrant 
rests with the United States Public Health 
and Immigration officials. 


páis THE QUOTA. 

The present quota of Irish Free State 
emigrants permitted to enter the United 
States in any one year is 20,567. The emigra- 
tion year dates from the Ist of July to the 
30th oí June. For the year that ends on the 
Mth of next month the full ‘quota will have 
received visas by the first week in June. It 
does not, however, follow that the full 28,567 
will have sailed for America during the year 
as the visa holds good for four ‘months after 
the date of issue. 

From July, 1927, the new quota will come 
into operation. The number to be allocated 
to the Irish Free State has not yet been de- 
cided; but there appears to be no doubt, 
judging by the basis a which the quota 
will be fixed, that it will be much lower than 
at present—probably not more than 8,000 or 
9,000. The present quota was based on the 

reportion of emigrants. from the Irish Fres 
bai actually residing in the United States 
at the time of the 1920 Census. Under the 
new Immigration Act the computation will be 
made on the basis of the actual number oí 

ple from the various countries in the 
United States at the earliest date for: which 
records are available. If these records should 
relate to the years e* to 1790 they will in- 
dicate a verv small Irish population. The 
earlier colonists were almost exclusively 
English, and the. first Irish colonists were 
from Northern Ireland, and would . thus 
strengthen the English quota. Emigration 
from Southern Ireland did not begin in any 
considerable volume until the early years of 
the last century.

COAL INDUSTRY. 


A NEW OPPORTUNITY. 


The Times observes in a leading article La 
The coal mining industry, while struggling 
with acute adversity, is given a great oppor- 
tunity. The adversity—though it may seem 
harsh to say so—has created thg oppor- 
tunity, and conceivably, if wrongly re- 
garded, may also destroy it as indifferently 
as a crocodile will destroy its young. It is 
a truth enshrined in a proverb that adversity 
make a man wise, but not rich. The 
saying is not less true of an industry, but 
in that wisdom there may be the seeds of a 
future and enduring prosperity. In the case 
of the coal industry the use of the oppor- 
tunity has been for some months in the 
balance. Perhaps, the means that are being 
adopted to save particular pits may supply 
a clue to measures that will revive the in- 
dustry as a whole. 

The most striking of these local gee 
ments is, perhaps, the one made at the 
Bedwas Navigation Collieries in the South 
Wales coalfield, where all the work, and not 
that of the hewers alone, is paid for on a 
tonnage basis. The former daily wagemen 
see the immediate results of their increased 
efforts in augmented earnings. The 
managing director has said that if the in- 
creased output is maintained, there need be 
no question of an alteration of working 
hours, The sevén-hour day and a remunera- 
tive qutput—additionally remunerative to the 
men--have been proved a possibility in this 
case where before they had seemed im- 
possible. But it must be recognised that 
these local arrangements relate onl 
particular cases, and the depression of the in- 
dustry is widespread. 

The recovery of its prosperity means more 
to the nation than the reduction of the 
number of the unemployed—important 
though that single consideration is; for our 
coal exports are an essential means of aying 
for a large part of our imports of foodstuffs. 
Coal is besides a raw material for all our 
manufactures. It follows that the mining 
industry cannot think of its prosperity in 
terms that exclude consideration of the con- | 
dition of other industries. So it is set the 
task of regaining its lost trade by means that 
will facilitate the recovery of other indus- 
tries. In that way alone can its own re- 
covery be finally assured.

AMERICAN PRESSURE TO 
CONTINUE. 

Telegraphing from Washington yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent says :—The weex- 
end has brought the intimation that the 
United States Government does not intend 
to slacken its pressure in the matter of Euro- 
pean debts, and that it believes that public 
opinion, no less than the dictates of law and 
policy, forbids any differentiation among the 
oans made. The desire is that all = nag 
tions of whatever sort, whether contracted 
during or after the war, whether for recon- 
struction, relief or for the sale of su plies, 
should be consolidated in the case of each 
debtor nation imto one funding arrangement. 

Senator Borah, who discussed the question 
with President Coolidge yesterday, is under- 
stood to have assured the President of the 
support of the great majority of the Senate, 
and to have expressed the conviction that the 
mass of the American people approves of the 
course he has taken. There is in preparation 
for possible publication in the early hiasc a 
statement oí the total obligations of all foreign 
nations to the. United States showing the 
principal and interest due and the sum so far 
paid. The relation which such a document 
would bear to the fact that the United States 
is now investing abroad at the rate of more 
than %1,000,000,000 (£200,000,000 a year), and 
—as the figures for April show—is, neverthe- 
less, exporting more by $50,000,000 a month 
than it imports, hardly needs emphasis. 
Europe is buying very largely, but is still 
doing so on credit financed by American loans 
and exports of capital, and if the reckoning 
is to come, as come it must, it is clearly 
enough seen by many Americans that the 
longer it is deferred the greater will be the 
risk of a derangement of world economy when 
the time comes. 

Meanwhile, as Mr. Houghton, the Ambas- 
sador in London, has publicly more than 
hinted, it is time that the American people 
were shown that they have a large and legiti- 
mate interest in the expenditure for military 
purposes of certain European nations and the 
policy behind those expenditures. 


FISHING BOAT DISASTER. 
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MEN DROWNED. 
PARIS, Sunday. 
During a violent storm which raged yester- 
day afternoon off the coast of Brittany two 
fishing boats belonging to St. Pierre—one 
containing seven men and the other five—were 
seen to be in distress. The lifeboats of \St. 
Pierre and Kerity-Pammarch, Finis, 
which are famous for their life-saving recor 
each manned by a crew of twelve, put out to 
their assistance, and had just taken the men 
on board, when they were capsized by a 
heavy sea, One man in a shore boat suc- 
ceeded, by himself, in saving six lives. He 
is to receive the Cross of a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour. The total number of 
drowned was twenty-seven, and the skipper 
of one of the Jost fishing boats, who had been 
safely brought ashore, died in the night. 
Twenty-four of the men were married, and 
they leave forty-five children.—(7'imes .tele- 

gram.) 


GERMAN GOLD TRANSFER. 


The source from which the bar gold was 
acquired by the Bank of England on May 15 
amounting to £1,610.000 has been the centre 
of interest, not only in the City, but among 
the general public. We understand, says the 
Financial News, from a well-informed source 
that the gold is of German origin. It formed 
part of the Reichsbank’s gold reserve held 
abroad, so that its transfer to the Bank of 
England did not involve any bullion ship- 
ment. This information is corroborated by 
the Reichsbank’s return covering the week 
ended May 15, which shows a decline of the 
gold reserve abroad by 31,412,000 reichsmarks 
to 86,475,000 reichsmarks. The sterling value 
of 51,412,000 reichsmarks is about £1,540,000, 
which is only slightly below the amount 
acquired by the Bank of England. It is quite 
gorge and even probable, that the Reichs- 
»ank did not sell outright the bar gold trans- 
ferred to the Bank of England, but has 
merely deposited it, presumably to serve as a 
basis for a credit transaction.

1,500 CASUALTIES

NCE more a large area in Japan has 
been devastated by earthguake and 
fire. The casualties are estimated at 1,500, 
and hundreds of homes have been 
destroyed. 
The Japanese Embassy in London yes- 
terday received the following telegram 
from Tokio:—** A heavy earthquake shock 
was felt in the San-im district, in the 
southern portion of the mainland of 
Japan, at 11 a.m. on May 23. The 
seriously affected area, however, is confined 
to the provinces of Tango and Tajima, 
and: little damage was caused. in Osaka, 
Kobe and Kyoto 
“A few hundred houses altogether 
collapsed in Kunihama, Kinosaki and 
Toyooka, the three towns most severely 
affected by the earthquake. Little is yet 
known of the casualties caused, but it ‘s 
believed that they are comparatively few.”

FATE OF KINOSAKI AND 
TOYOOKA, 


Press ASSOCIATION’s QORRESPONDENT, 
OSAKA, Sunday. 

The fires at Toyooka and ‘Kinosaki have 
burned out, but both places are a mass of 
desolate ruins. Seismologists declare that 
there is no fear of a further shock. Com- 
munications are quickly being restored, and 
relief is being extended to thousands of 
sufferers. 

Refugees from the Kinosaki hot spring tell 
most pathetic stories of the earthquake there, 
which appears to have been more terrible 
than at any other point. They say that 
almost all the hotels came down at the first 
shock, and that bathers rushed out naked, a 
large number being speedily enveloped im the 
suffocating smoke. At inosaki Railway 
Station many travellers perished, including a 
young honeymoon couple. 

The cargomaster at Kinosaki states that in- 
surance claims at Kinosaki alone will amount 
to ten million yen, and he expresses the hope 
that full payment will be made. 

Telegrams of inquiry and sympathy are 

pouring into Osaka and Kobe from friends 
abroad. Those cities, however, are absolutely 
safe, and no damage has been caused there to 
life or property. The earthquake area is not 
larger than 25 square miles, and the total 
casualties are estimated at 1,500. The total 
damage to property is estimated at 70 million 
yen. 
” Describing what happened in Toyooka, & 
town. with a population of 10,000, the Covre- 
spondent savs that a girls’ school was one of 
the first buildings to collapse, and several 
killed. The whole town was 
swept by fire; the inhabitants rushed panic- 
stricken for the open country. Many of 
them, however, were trapped by the flames 
and must have perished. 

A train is believed to have been entombed 
in the Achiva tunnel. The Khuno silver 
mine, the largest in Japan, muc 
damaged.
